Dick, of Messrs, Butterfield « Swire, who, 
bad driven"out to the Arsenal in a hired 
car a few minutes previously, Dow, ap- 
peared on the scene, on his return jour- 
ary. Mr: Dick was about a quarter of 
a mile from the ‘Arsenal when he beard 
screams. He at. once accelerated, and os, 
the headlights of bis car revealed another 
car, anda foreign lady in the road, be 
stopped to find out what was the matter. 
The laply: told him that she had beer 
sataileedl and that Mr. Sanderson had 
been seriqusly injured. Mr. Dick at 
once went to his aidy but found that Mr.

OF SHANGHAL - 


TWENTY: YEARS, “SERVICE "IN 
THE FAR EAsT. 


In official circles and among the for- 
cign community generally the news way 
received with very great regret that Mr. 
T. Raaschou, the Danish Consul-General, 
had. passed away on the morning of the 
Gth at tho St. Marie’s Hospital, after a 
lingering illness. There thus closed, says 
the VC. -Maily Yews, a caretr of in- 
terest and distinction in the “Danish 
Consular service, | * 

Peter’ Theodor Raaschou, Consul-Gen- 
eral for Denmark at Shanghai and Danish 
Consular Judge for China, was born at 
Copenhagen on' May gsth, 1862, and 
graduated as a Barrister-at-law, at the 
' Coiversity of Copenhagen in 1883, Alter 
haying ‘entered the, Forcign Office..and 
been appointed respectively Vice-Consul 
and Consul de curriere’ in London, he 
was appointed to Shanghai in- 1004, frst 
as Conyul, later as Consul-General, with 
supervision .of the. Danish Consulates at 
Harbin, Tientsian, Hankow,! Amoy. and 
Canton, and ever since has been stationed 
in, Shanghai, to.which place he was much 
attached. Mr. .Raaschou, who in ‘later 
-years on several occasions acted as Senior 
Consul, ceded: this pesition in 1020, in 
favour of the late Sir Everard Fraser. 
On the death of Sir Everard, be again 
became Senior Consul, and in this capa; 
city he attended the opening of the lust 
Fariff Revision Commission, but owing to 
illness he hud to leave shortly afterwards 


for Europe .on firlough On. his .return |. 


last April, he did not feel strong enough 
to resume the burden of the Scnior Con- 
sul Office, which therefore remained with 
Com. de Rossi. ‘ ; f 

‘A short time after his return to Shang- 
hai, it proved that Mr. Raaschou's illness 
—s serious lung infection—was still 
latont, and a the treatment under diff- 
cult climatic conditions wus unsuccessful, 
he .entered St. Marie's Hospital about 
three mouths ago. There was then very 
littke hope of his recovery, and only his 
exceptional, meatal.and physical strength 
delayed the inevitable,
